Matthew King was born Feb 3, 1835, in Carroll courty, Chio 

and died at the home of his son-in-law, Walter White, in Morgan 
township, Feb. 22, 1914, at the age of 79 years. He was a 

son of William and Margaret (Moffett) Kine and had been a 
resident of Owen county for many years, having come here when 

a young lad with his parents. 


He was married Feb. 23, 1860, to Margaret Hall and to them were 
born nine children, Howard A., now in Spokane, Wash.; William 
V., deceased; Albert H., of Manhettan, Kas.; Curtis, of 
Holtsville(sic), Cal.; Lee, Ida, both deceased; Mary Fox, of 
Riley, Ind.; Frances Anderson, of this place and Mellie White, 
of Morgan township, with whom Mr. King mede his home. 


The wife died Mar.l1, 1906 and immediately thereafter he left 
the home place to make his home among his children. He has 
been in failing health for several years, suffering from heart 
trouble and on many occasions his life had been desprired of. 
He was possessed of remarkable vitality, however, and rallied 
from previous attacks. 


The funeral services will be held at 1 o'clock today at 
Garrard Chapel where the body will be laid to rest beside that 
of his wife. The funeral services will be conducted by the 
Rev. Ragle of the Spencer M. E. Church. 


Mr Kine was a member of the Presbyterian Church anc held his 
membership at Olive Hill, in Morgan township. He lived a 
consistent christian life and was one of the most influential 
men in his community. With his death there passes one of the 
rugged pioneers of this county, a man of sterling integrity 
and of genuine worth."

A biographical sketch of the King family dated 18 February 1975 
on page 5 of the OWEN LEADER reads: 


"THE KING FAMILY ; 
An early settler in Morgan Township was William King, Sen. 


This family consisted of eight children, two sons, Henry and 
Matthew and six dzughters. Henry was the first married and 
reared a family of six children, two sons ane four daughters. 
Matthew lived his entire Life in Morgan township on the farm 
purchased by his father in 1849, until all his children were 
in homes of their own. He sold the farm in 1909. He was 
married to Margaret Hall and to this union were born nine 
children, five sons and four daughters. 


Four of the daughters of William King (Sen) married and reared 
families in sight cf the old home while one married John Carter, 
Jr. This was Mergaret end they emigrated to Kansas in en 
early day. Mrs. Carter was the mother of two daughters and 
three sons. Martha married Aaron Wark and was the mother of 
eieht children; they in early days also emigrated to Jackson 
County, Kansas and the two in Kansas are the only ones of 

the famiiy now living and they are in the eighties. Ann 
married Geo. Garrard and was the mother of seven children--- 
four sons and three daughters. After the death of Mrs. Ann 
Garrard "Uncle" Geo. married Ruth, the youngest King 

daughter, who became the mother of three children, two sons 
and a daughter. Jane married John Robertson and was the mother 
of eight children, two sons and six daughters. Mery, who 
married John Wark and was the mother of seven children--- 
three sons and four daughters. Matthew King, Geo. Garrard, 
John Wark ane John Kobertson were among the farmers of Morgan 
Township in their days here who raised stock of different 
kinds and always kept their farms in good condition; their 
buildings also being among the largest and best in their 
neighborhood. Geo. Garrard built two nice farm residerces, 
having lost his first one by fire. Geo. Garrard and Matthew 
King were great "Fine Sheep" men and their flocks were seldom 
excelled, unless at times by John Freeman. 


It was always called the "Ridge Road" by Garrard's and Kiner's 
farms to Patricksburg. When these farms were under their 
control, it was a nice sight to see the Merino sheep, Red 
Cattle, Horses and Mules, Hogs end Poultry on these farms 
Sayine nothing about the orchards of fine trees and a well 
selected variety of fruit.

The land, two acres for a building and cemetery adjoining, 
was doneted by Georre Garrard and in 1861 the timber was 
donated by interested people, and prepared by'the old 
Hurrican Saw Mill then operated by an old sash or up-and- 
down saw. Fryar Brothers owned the mill (was featured in a 
tale published September 13, 1973). 


Because of the Civil “‘ar, which even in this backwoods area 
caused stressful times, the work was not completed until 1864. 


The lumber for the finishing and seats was all sawed in wide 

boards and later ripped and hand-dreesecd in the shade of a 

beech tree nearby. The weatherboarding was one-half inch 

thick sawed from a "flitch" six inches thick in groups of 

eight each to within five inches of the end of the log, then 
split end air seasoned and later hand-dresseda 


The first services were conducted by a Rev. Turner of Whitehall 
and were held on alternate Sundays with two sermons each day, 
10:30 end 1:30. Ilhere was Sunday School before the morning 
service and an hour in between services for dinner and feeding 
the teams. This means the congregation sat through «a two-hour 
sermon and returned for more. 


William King's funeral was the first held in the building and 
he was the first interred in the cemetery, August 3, 1864. 

lhe second was Martha Wallace, June 3, 1865. ‘The elders 

chosen at the first meeting were John Wisely,John S. Robertson 
and Jacob Fryar. 


No organ or other musical instruments were used in their 
worship, nor were hymns surg. But the Psalms were sung with 
a “rhythym and vigor which needed no accompaniement", S. R. 
Fryar wrote in 1932. 


So strict were their beliefs that playing cards,nafers ane 
even musical instruments in the home were considered "instru- 
ments of the devil", 


lhe stringency of doctrine and the moving of many from the 

area finally took a toll and in the Spring of 1889, the building 
and grounds were sold for a consideration of $40.90 to the 
United Brethe:n Class of Mount Pleasant or "Log Pile" 

church as it was commonly known. Today the Garrard Chapel is 
inter-denominational.

given the name Garrard Chapel in honor of George Garrard who 
continued to help with the upkeep of the church (although not 
a member himself) until his death. 


One of the patriarchs of the church for many yeers was Jacob 
Sheese who opened the doors, rang the bell and net all 

comers with a warm handclasp. It was seid he "wended his way 
to the beloved spot and solitary and alone offered prayr to 
his God for guidance, not alone for himself and his own dear 
ones, but for all of the community". His personal efforts 
raised funds, secured materials and kept the building end 
grounds in good repair. 


Some of the mioneer families prominent in the church in its 
beginnings in the 1860's on were John Wisely, the Garrards, 
the Kings, Henry and Matthew; John Wallace, Joseph, Jacob and 
Samuel Fryar, William Wiley, Benjamin Hall, William Troth.

John Wark, 88 years old, a veteran of the Civil War, for many years 
an influential farmer of Lafayette township, died Thursday morning at 
11 o'clock following a long illness due to infirmities of age. He 
was born in Ohio April 26, 1833, and came with his parents to Indiana 
when he was only a boy of about 14 years. Reaching Owen county they 
settled in Lafayette township, on the farm adjoining that on which he 
later settled to rear his own family. During the early years of their 
residence here the’ Indians were frequent visitors, going back and forth 
along their old trails. On the farm owned by Mr. Wark and which he 
sold only a few years ago, the Miami Indians had for years maintained 
a winter camp in a little pocket protected by bluffs from the north and 
west winds. When the Wark family came to the farm the teepee poles 
were still in place throughout the little hollow where they so long 
had camped. 

Shortly before the Civil War he married Mary King, a daughter of 
William and Margaret King. To this union were born seven children, 
Nathan G. being the only one dead. Mrs. Wark has been dead several 
years. 

John Wark was one of the leading members of the Vandalia Methodist 
Church and after coming to Spencer about 13 years ago he continued 
active in his church attendance so long as his health permitted. 

Funeral services were held Sunday at 1:30 p.m, in the M. E. Church 
conducted by Rev. J. Hart, the pastor. The Grand Army performed their 
ritualistic burial service at the church, following which the body 
was taken to Riverside cemetery for interment. A guard of honor from 
the local state guard unit fired a salute over the grave and the bugler 
sounded "Taps." 

John Wark, son of Hugh and Elizabeth (Boyd) Wark, was born in Ohio 
April 26, 1833, and departed this life at his late residence in Spencer, 
November 17, 1921, at the ripe old age of 88 years, six months and 21 
days. 

His parents removed to this county and bought the Wm. Troth place in 
Lafayette township, two miles west of Vandalia, when the subject of this 
sketch was but twelve years old. Two years after this the father died 
and left the care of the mother and the four children upon the shoulders 
of the fourteen-year old boy. This he did with loving care although 
it cost him great care and untiring effort. Even after his marriage 
to Mary King, Jan. 19, 1854, he had to help support his widowed 
mother. 

Of his brothers and sister only one is now living, namely Geo. Wark, 
of Carbondale, Kans. 

His wife died twelve years ago and since that time he was much devoted 
to his son Nathan. They were constant companions and neither was 
satisfied for any length of time without the other. Since the death 
of Nathan, which occurred about three months ago, he has been very des~

pondent, and although he had been afflicted for over a year, since that 
time seemingly did not care to regain his health. 

He was the father of seven children, six of whom are living, namely 
Mrs. Martha Knox of Terre Haute; Mrs. A. Kenworthy, Mrs. Ross C. 

Beem, Mrs. Cora Fender, Allen Wark, all of Spencer, and Geo. W. Wark 
of Benchland, Mont. He is also survived by fifteen grandchildren and 
fourteen great grandchildren. 

Mr Wark was a veteran of the Civil War, belonging to 149th Ind. 
Regiment and served his country with credit during the great crisis. 

He united with the M. E. Church at Vandalia, Ind., over sixty 
years ago and transferred his membership to the M. E. Church at 
Spencer when he moved to town and has been an active member until 
death. 

He was a man of strong convictions, and although his early educa~ 
tion was somewhat neglected on account of conditions already enumerated, 
yet he had a broad view of life and was a great thinker and an 
extensive reader. 

As a summary to his life's work we may say that he was a good plain 
Christian man. Besides his immediate family he leaves a host of friends 
to mourn his departure.

Dr. John A. Williams, 79 years old, for many years a resident of we 
Patricksburg died suddenly Friday morning at his home, death being 
due to an apoplectic stroke. He had gone to the barn and done his 
feeding and returned to the house. He complained that he was not 
feeling well and asked his wife to make him a cup of coffee as 
quickly as possible. Seating himself in a chair he was dead within a 
few minutes. 

John A. Williams was a son of William and Elizabeth (Pirtle) Williams 
and was born in Monroe county, Indiana, August 16, 1846. Until 16 
years of age he attended the common schools and later spent two terms 
at the Kentucky University of Medicine at Louisville. 

In 1870 he began the practice of medicine with his father at 
Patricksburg, remaining in this partnership but a short time; since 
then he has continued his practice alone. 

Dr Williams was a man of wonderful physique and constitution and 
despite his advanced years he continued in full health and vigor to 
the end. 

He did not confine his research to medicine but gave the law some 
attention and was a great reader of good literature. He always kept 
in close touch with current issues and was active in politics. In 
1884 he was the Democratic candidate for Congress from the Fifth 
district as it was at that time. 

In 1882 Dr. Williams formed a partnership with Frank Drake in a 
drug store at Patricksburg which continued for some years, 

Dr. Williams was married Dec. 10, 1871, to Sarah E. Rea. One child, 
Flora E., was born to this union. She is now Mrs. Flora Bogle and is 
in California. The wife died about 22 years ago and Dr. Williams 
later married Cassie Beghtle, who survives him. A brother, Noel 
W. Williams of Indianapolis, also survives him. 

Dr. Williams was a man of great vigor and vitality and whatever 
he did he did with his whole soul. Widely read, keenly interested 
in everyday affairs of the world and particularly active in the com- 
munity in which he lived, he was a man of considerable influence in 
this county. 

He was always found to be square in his dealings and a man of 
the highest integrity. He was unselfish and at times neglected his 
own business to do a neighborly act for a friend. He will be sorely 
missed in his home community. 

Funeral services were held Sunday at 11 a.m. in the Christian 
Church at Patricksburg, the Rev. Hudson officiating. Interment was 
made in the Christian cemetery. 

The esteem in which Dr. Williams was held was evidenced by the 
big number of his neighbors in attendance at the funeral.

We have checked the index to Owen County histories and 
our Indiana biography index but did rot find any further 
references to Dr. William Williams. We do have the 
Democrat, a newspaper published at Spencer, Owen County, 
Which contained an obituary of Dr. Williams in its issue 
of June 15, 1893. As the paper is in a bound volume, we 
cannot photocopy it, and equipment needed for another 
process by which it could be copied is out of Service,.s 
we cannot supply a photocopy at this time. Therefore we 
will copy here the essential information.

Dr. William Williams of Lancaster, one of the 
wealthiest and most highly respected citizens of Owen County, 
died at his home, Friday, June 9, at 3 Oc lockss.41 ten. an 
illness of 4 weeks, although the old gentleman had been in 
failing health for about a year. 


Dr. Williams was born in Carter County, Tennessee, 
August 22, 1822, where he lived until 1840 when he moved to 
Indiana and settled at White Hall. Two years later he married 
Elizabeth Pirtle, by whom he had three sons, Noel W., John A. 
and William R. He began the practice of medicine about this 
time and continued in active practice until 1880, when he 
turned his business over to his son, John A. In 1859 he 
moved to Lancaster, where he has since resided. He always 
had a large and lucrative practice, by which and farming and 
stock raising he accumulated a handsome property, having about 


1,300 acres of land, besides much other property at the time 
of his death. 


The funeral took place Saturday afternoon, conducted by 
the pastor of the M.E. church at Lancaster. Burial was at 
Lancaster cemetery.

NOEL W. WILLIAMS, attorney-at-law, is a native of Owen County, and was 
born October 10, 1844. He is the second in a family of four children born 
to William and Elizabeth (Pirtle) Williams, who are old and respected 
citizens of Owen County. His father was born and reared in Tennessee. He 
came to Owen County when about twenty years vf age, and was married a short 
time afterward. He is a physician, and at present resides in Lancaster, 
Owen County, where he attends to the duties of his profession. The mother 
died several years ago. Noel W. Williams was reared in Owen County, and, 
when seventeen years of age, he enlisted in Company D, Fifty-fifth Indiana 
Volunteers. He served one year, and then returned to Owen County, after 
which he taught school in Lancaster for some time. In 1868, he was elected 
Justice of the Peace of Marion Township, and served for six years, after 
which time he came to Spencer as Deputy Clerk to J. S. Meek, then County 
Clerk. He served for two years, and was then elected County Clerk on the 
Democratic ticket, and creditably filled this office for four years, since 
which time he has been practicing law, and is now a respected member of the 
bar. He was married in September, 1867, to Mary A. Tolliver, daughter of 
Eli and Lucy A. Tolliver, of Owen County. They have six children. Mr. 
Williams is a member of the A.F.&A.M. and of the Knights of Pythias. He 
votes the democratic ticket, and is a thoroughly respectable and highly 
esteemed citizen.
